To His Excellency James H. Berry, Governor of Arkansas. 


SIR: ' In conformity with law I have the honor to transmit 
the annexed 19 statements, which, taken together, show all the 
operations at the Treasury for the two fiscal years ending Sep- 
tember 30, 1884. 


STATEMENT NO. ONE. : 


Shows an “overdraft” in currency, of $76,079.26, for which 
this explanation is necessary: By the Ist and 2d'sections of 
Act No. xxxix, approved February 24, 1883, the sum of $266,- 
500 was appropriated to repay money borrowed and to be bor- ` 
rowed by the State Board of Finance, before its dissolution, 
which occurred 16th of March, 1883. By the 4th section it 
was enacted that after May 1, 1884, the Treasurer, who ‘as 
made fiscal agent of the State and Commissioner of the Sinking | 
Fund, should have the authority, under direction’ of the Gov- 
ernor, to transfer-money from the Sinking Fund to General 
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Revenue Fund to pay Auditor’s warrants; provided, not more 
than $250,000 should be so transferred in any oné year. As 
this act practically did not take effect, as to the power of trans- 
ferring until May 1, 1884, the large appropriation to pay bor- 
rowed money absorbed the whole amount transferable in the 
first year; and as the currency to the credit of the General 


Revenue Fund was exhausted some eight or nine months before; ` 


the whole amount that could be transferred, was required to 
cover overdraft, already made. And as the payment گه‎ Audi- 
tor’s warrants since, has been in excess of General Revenue 
Fund, the report shows the overdraft on said fund $76,079.26, 
as stated, which can not be covered by actual transfer on the 
books until after May 1,١ 1885. This difficulty under the law 
was early foreseen and mentioned to your Excellency and several 
other State officers, and I took the responsibility of this action, 
believing it better for the State and people not to resort to the 
issue of State scrip, while sufficient money was in the Treasury 
to meet all warrants of the Auditor.

GENERAL REVENUE AND SINKING EUND. 


Section 11, of article xvi, of the Constitution declares that | 
* no moneys arising from a tax levied for one purpose shall be 
used for any other purpose.” In the strait to which the State 
was reduced for means to run the government, when the present 
Constitution went into effect, and before money could. be real- ' 
ized upon the sale of her bonds, the- Legislature authorized 


for temporary loans for several years, until 1883, when further 
loans became unnecessary. lt further provided, when the. 
General Revenue Fund was insufficient to pay loans at maturity, 
for the transfer of sufficient sums from the Sinking Fund to 
the former to pay them, and at the sáme time required the 
deposit in the Sinking Fund of a sufficient number of the bonds 
of 1875, to secure the amounts so transferred. No interest has: 
ever been paid on any of the bonds so deposited in the Sinking: 
Fund, as security. The time has now arrived when it becomes: 
necessary for the Legislature to determine, in view of the sec-- 
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pledging of the six per cent. bonds of 1875, as collateral security 
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tion of the Constitution quoted, what measures shall be adopted 0 


to reimburse the Sinking Fund for the moneys 0 loaned. 


COMMON SCHOOL FUND. "CEP 


Statement No. Two, shows a balance of $309,534.75, in State 
scrip, in the Common School Fund. This balance is in a 


measure misleading, in consequence of the passage of the act of ` 


March 18, 1881, entitled “an act to authorize the Treasurer to 
pay out non interest bearing scrip: in certain cases,’ which - 
changed the method of paying out the school. apportionment. 
Before the passage of that act the scrip paid into the-Treasury 
on account of this fund was cancelled and destroyed, and new 
scrip issued to the Counties: At the passage of the act of March 
18, 1881, this balance in scrip was already i in the Treasury, paid - 
in by collectors to my predecessor and myself, which had been . 
cancelled and defaced, and which would: be taken off the books: 
when burned or destroyed-in the presence of the witnesses 
required’ by law, and new scrip had been issüed to the Countie 
in lieu. But the Legislative investigation of the books’ of the 
office and the subsequent litigation, as I was advised by the 
investigating committeé and -Attorney-General, made it inexpe- 
dient to actually destroy this old scrip, as rights of parties to 
the suit might be affected thereby. Accordingly this amount 


has been and will continue to be borne on the books until the _ 


litigation is ended or the Legislature directs otherwise. 


This statement also shows a balance of $8,536.91, in Auditor’s 


certificates, on hand. These certificates ۵ authorized by act 
No. exxxviii, approved April 10, 1883, making them ^ receiva- 
ble in payment of all taxes due the State . . . in the same' 
manner . . . State scrip`is receivable,” and was paid into 
the Treasury by collectors. There is no law for their reissuance , 
by the Auditor, or reutterance after redemption by the Treasurer. 
But as they constitute a part of the fund for distribution among 
the Counties, and are in effect Auditor’s “State scrip," the 
Superintendent of Public, Instruction in making the apportion- 
ment so regarded them, and this balance as far as 3 expended has 
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[41 
been drawn upon Auditor’ 8 warrants specifying State scrip and 
so paid by me. 
These certificates were receivable for all taxes except interest 
and principal of the public debt, and these remarks apply t to 1 
the statements of funds in which they appear. ` 


STATE SCRIP—AUDITOR’S CERTIFICATES. 


Exclusive of the distribution under the school apportionment 
of the revenue of 1883, the amount of State scrip outstanding 
is inconsiderable, and it is presumed it will nearly all be 
absorbed in collection of revenue of 1884. Jt is time, however, 
for the Legislature to consider the propriety of redeeming in 
currenoy all serip issued since 1866, thereby retiring whatever 
balance is not taken up in this year's collection. 

I recommend the early repeal of sections 1, 2 and 3 of the 
act approved January 20, 1875, authorizing the issue of State 
scrip. The remainder of that law should be retained for the 
present, being necessary to complete the cancellation, registra- 
tion and destruction of the scrip after redemption. I also - 
recommend that the law authorizing the issue of Auditor's cer- 
tificates, which is merely another species of State scrip, be 

repealed, and provision made for their cancellation and destruc- 
tion similarly to Treasurer's State scrip, after reimbursing all the 
funds into which such certificates have been paid, with Treas- 


urer's scrip or currency. 


STATE BOARD OF FINANCE—BORROWED MONEY. 


-As the State's fiscal agent, after the final dissolution, on the 
16th March, 1883, of the State Board of Finance, it becomes 
my duty to report that the loans authorized by sections 1 and 2 
of Aet No. xxxix, approved February 24, 1883, were negoti- 
ated according to the terms authorized by said act, and paid off 
in full, at maturity. Certain difficulties attendant upon the exe- 
cution of the provisions of the 4th section of said act are set forth 
in paragraph 2, ón page 1, of this report, which are respect- 
fully referred to to avoid repetition. Two hundred and fifty of 


the blank six per cent. bonds of 1875, have been placed in the” 
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| Sinking Fund as security for the reimbursement of that fund, -- 
for $250,000 in currency transferred to General Revenue Fund, 
under the provisions of section 4; and, on May 1 1885, the 
earliest date at which it can be done under the law, a like trans- 
fer of said blank bonds to the Sinking Fund as security, and of 
currency from that fund to' General revenue fund, will be made. 
As I am charged as Treasurer, with the par value of the blank 
bonds of 1875, in my custody, and as the. bonds can not be 
executed by me as fiscal agent of the State, without alterations 
and erasures of the blank forms, it was thought best not to 
execute the bonds deposited in the Sinking Fund. To do so 
would also have required severance of the coupons maturing 


before May 1, 1884, involving danger of loss of vouchers. 


By act No. ev, approved, March 24, 1883, the Treasurer was 
authorized to borrow not exceeding $117,428, to pay the appro- 
priations for maintenance of the Lunatic Asylum for the years 
1883 and 1884, Believing the expenses of the first year would 
be less than in the second, the sum of $40,000 only, was bor- 
rowed for one year, in April, 1883; and the remainder of the 
sum authorized was borrowed for one year, in January, 1884. 
Both loans were discounted at the rate prescribed in the act, 
and made payable out of the tax as collected. The first note 
was, and, the second will be paid at maturity. It is believed 
the balance of this fund now in the Treastiry is sufficient to 
support the institution until March 17, 1885, when any undrawn. 
balance will lapse into the Treasury. In future the sum neces- 
sary for the support ‘of this institution should be. included in 
the levy for General Revenue purposes; and drawn upon the 
Auditor's warrants in favor of its Trustees, in monthly install- 
ments. The present plan of drawing warrants in favor of each 
employe involves much unnecessary work for the offices and 
unduly swells the records. 


BONDED DEBT OF THE STATE. 


Analysis of Statement No. Seventeen, will show, the undis- 
puted bonded debt of the State, to be as follows: 
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Principal drawing 5 per cent. interest.... ....... ~$ 22,000 


Principal drawing 6 per cent. interest............ . 2,291,000 
Principal which has ceased to bear interest. .... .... . - 8,100 
Interest overdue and unpaid............ ecese eee. 2,186,943

Sufficient funds are now in the Treasury to redeem the $8,100 


non interest bearing bonds called or selected by lot, but not yet 
presented, for redemption ; I know officially that the Trustees. 
of the Permanent School Fund have arranged for the purchase 
of four of the outstanding Loughborough bonds, and that the 
condition of the Sinking Fund will justify the purchase for that 
fund, of 44, of the Loughboroughs, and that $52,100 of these 
bonds will have been redeemed, or cease to bear interest on the 
Ist day of January, 1885. These arrangements effected, as they 
certainly will be before the Legislature meets, will leave the 
principal of the interest bearing debt, January 1, next, $2,269,- 
000, with interest $135,920, accruing thereupon annually there- 


after.

By Treasurer’s report for October 1, 1880, the aggregate | 


bonded debt, principal and interest, was $5,046,405. Assuming 
that the $52,100 of called bonds will be-redeemed on the Ist of 
January next, (and the money is in the Treasury to meet them,) 


and subtracting that sum from $61,638, the difference in amount | 
between the debt statements of 1880, and the present year, it | 


will be seen, that (notwithstanding the redemption of all the 


10 year bonds, and all the Loughboroughs but 186,.and all the | 


bonds received from bank debtors—footing $544,500,) the quiet 
accumulation of interest upon the bonds unprovided for will 
- make the debt January 1, 1885, exceed that reported October 1, 
1880, $9,538, to which must be added intérest from October 1, 
1884. "This result is a full commentary upon the impolicy of 


leaving interest unprovided for. Unprovided for, it is but a. 


question of time until the assets of the Real Estate Bank will 
have disappeared, leaving the Síate still owing the principal 


and interest accrued since the last payment of coupons. There ' 


is one gratifying feature in the exhibit, however: Whilé the 
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plished by 1st of January next, a reduction of the principal of - 
the bonded debt of $544,500, effecting an';annual reduction in 
interest on that date and account of $42,910, below the interest 
on October 1, 1880. If to this be added the average "annual 
interest the State has been paying since 1874, on bonds redeemed, 
and borrowed .money—together with brokerage and cost of 
transfer of funds, a practice now happily discontinued,—the 
annual saving will be found to be above $100,000. 


On the 1st of January next, there will be no legal provision 
to meet the interest on any outstanding obligation of the State— 
the 186 borids belonging to the Permanent School Fund and: 
Washington County excepted. The annual interest charge upon 
these is 1 ,160 and expenses of collection. A levy of $ of one’ 
mill, would: cover this. But a question arises, whether under 
the 10th section of the act of December 23, 1874, under which 
the bonds held by the Permanent School Fund were issued, any 
reduction of the tax as imposed by the law is authorized, or 
the redemption of the-bonds is. not compulsory. By said sec- 
tion it is made “a part of the contract on which said bonds 
shall be issued, and as an inviolable condition thereof, that until 
said bonds, principal and, interest, shall have been fully paid off 
and discharged, there shall be levied an annual tax sufficient to ` 
produce the sum of $150,000 for interest and $38,000 for Sink- 
ing Fund, which sums are hereby set apart for the purpose 
aforesaid ; and the first money received in the Treasury annually 
during the period aforesaid, from any source whatever, is hereby 


expressly appropriated to said purpose, until the sum of $188,000 


aforesaid shall have been applied annually in payment of said 
interest and in creating said -Sinking Fund. ” And the same 
section further provides that “all moneys ‘belonging to said 


. Sinking Fund shall be annually applied by the Treasurer, under 


the direction of the Governor, in the purchase of any of said 
bonds which may be outstanding بر‎ and authority’ is given to 
the Federal and’ State: Courts to enforcer this legislation, by 
proper process “compelling the duthorities' of the State to levy, 
asséss'and collect the taxes provided ‘for in this section and ‘pre- 
vent their rhisapplication;? The levy "and ‘collection of the 
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present year's tax will realize sufficient to redeem all these 
bonds now outstanding and principally held by the Permanent 
School Fund, and I do not see how its operation can be avoided, 
It appears to me to be good policy for the trustees in charge of 
the fund to allow the bonds to be redeemed without objection, 


and to reinvest the proceeds in the purchase of other bonds of - 


the State. It would be poor poliey to invest.them in United 
States bonds, as they command a large premium, bear a low 
rate of interest and are subject to frequent calls for redemption. 

The 16 bonds held by Washington County, although in form 
Loughboroughs, were issued under a distinct ‘Jaw, and it is 
questionable if they can be redeemed by the Treasurer before 
maturity. Such*was the decision of the Governor and Treas- 
urer respecting 14 of these bonds, which accidentally fell within 


the number of bonds selected by lot for purchase for the Sink- | 
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ing Fund. 


UNDISPUTED BONDED DEBT. 


The improved condition of the State's finances, consequent | 


upon the retirement of all the bonded debt for the interest upon 
which provision is made by law, excepting the inconsiderable 
sum held by the Permanent School Fund, and the County of 
Washington—the redemption of all temporary loans and relief 


from further need to borrow for current expenses, will bring the 
- Legislature at its meeting in January, if it so pleases, squarely | ;

up to the question of the disposition of the undisputed debt. 


It would be presumption to suggest any specific plan for adop- | ' 


tion; but, observation prompts, if it does not justify me in | 
mentioning certain considerations, which I hope will be weighed | 
for whatever they are worth. The history of the debt from | 
1837, to the present, has been distinguished by mismanagement, | 
extravagance and neglect—if not avoidance—of the best policies | 
for the interest of the State and all parties interested. The 
most creditable chapter in the whole relation is that concerning |

paying off the bonds, the debt would long since have been dis- 
charged, (because the assets were originally ample, for the pur- 
pose, judiciously administered,) to the great credit of the State 
and benefit of the stockholders and debtors of the banks and 
holders of the bonds. Without any remarks as to how any 
items which compose it were incurred, whether by government 
representative or unrepresentative in character, the principal of 
the undisputed or old debt October 1, 1884, was $2,083,000 ; 
overdue interest to same date, $2,786,943, amounting to $4,869,- 
943. To fund this amount at 6 per cent. interest, would require 
an annual tax of $292,196.58, and the expenses of collection, a 
sum nearly equalling the requirements for all the other expenses 
of the government. To raise it and the annual interest on the 
Loughborough’s, a 3 mill tax would be required. The present 
rate of levy would suffice. 


Impressed with the importance of the subject, I venture to 
hope, that in any settlement the Legislature may make, whether 
by conference with the bondholders or by direct proffer of its 
own plan of compromise, it will open up every avenue possible 
for the absorption of the overdue bonds and coupons; just as it 
did in regard to State scrip, quite or more than $3,000,000 of 
which it redeemed in the last 10 years by pursuance of that pol- 
icy. : No new bonds should be issued without reserving the 
privilege to the State of calling or selecting by lot for redemp- 
tion, all or any portion of them, within a limited period, say 5 or 
10 years after date. The present plan of frittering away the 
proceeds of the sales of the forfeited lands among the Coun- 
ties should cease. The forfeitures should be sifted and the price 
of land raised to at least $1.25 per acre—at which they have 
been offered by the General Government.for 50 years or more. 
The bonds and overdue coupons should be made receivable for 
these lands, and the cash receipts also put into the Sinking 
Fund, to be used with all balances now in that fund for the pur- 
pose of buying in the bonds and coupons. There are at least 
3,000,000 aeres of forfeited lands that would be for sale, after 
settling the forfeitures upon Such a basis as that the purchasers 


might reasonably expect a good title upon the State's quit claim 
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deed. Such appreciation of her lands would probably extin- 
guish the debt inside of 10 years, while it would also restore the 
lands to the tax books. The Counties would not be injured: 

They would merely relinquish a proportional share of the 
receipts, to aid in paying their proportional share of debt, which

they must at some time sooner or later help to pay. 


d DEBTS DUE THE STATE. 


There are in the ‘Treasury notes and bonds and Prosecuting. 


Attorneys! receipts for other notes and bonds due the State, for 
the purchase of State lands chiefly, delivered to them for collec- 
tion, aggregating a large sum. Many of these notes can be col- 
lected, or the lands for whieh they were given recovered. The 
interest of the State is affected to a very large amount—proba- 
bly hundreds of thousands of dollars. Under the act of Janu- 
ary 26, 1875, the Chancery Court of Pulaski County is deprived 
of jurisdiction outside ot that County, of all cases instituted 
therein for this purpose. The defendantsin the cases pending 
therein when thelaw was passed, fail to remove the cases to 
the Counties of their domicil, and the State's attorneys have no 
power to remove them. During the two years just.passed no 
moneys have been paid into the Treasury by any Prosecuting 


Attorney, on account of notes collected ; and in my first term, - 
only one payment, a small sum, was made or reported. In my: 


opinion the jurisdiction of all these cases should be at once 


restored to the State's Chancery Court, or an attorney appointed 
to collect the notes or recover the lands for the State. He. 
should give a good bond in a sufficient sum and be well compen- | 


sated. At present there is no law providing any compensation 


to the District Attorneys for prosecuting these claims, nor is any | _ 
bond required of them for the safety of the notes, or paying’ - 


over their collections. 


CONSCIENCE MONEY. 


Iu the month of August last, 2 prominent attorney of this 
State ‘deposited with me a-sum of money, as coming from a per- . 
son who had received it improperly: from” the State, some years 
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ago, and who desired to make restitution. The attorney declined 
to name his principal or how the money was received by him, but 
instrueted me to invest it according to my own judgment, to the 
best advantage of the State. “Accordingly I purchased $1,000 
in funded bond coupons and paid the amount into the Sinking 
Fund, thereby reducing by so much the public debt. 


SETTLEMENT OF ACCOUNTS WITH THE UNITED STATES. 


. The United States Treasury holds in trust some $530,000 of 


the State bonds, issued to the old banks, on which interest has 


been unpaid for many years. The State has claims against the 
Federal Government also to a large amount, for her share of 
the 5 per cent. fund, for unpaid installments of the surplus rev- 
enue distribution due her, for swamp lands sold’ and granted 
to railroads, and- perhaps other claims aggregating a large 
amount, ۱ 


At the request of the State authorities of Virginia, as it was 


my duty by-law to do, I joined in an application to the Secre- 


tary of the Treasury a year ago, for the unpaid installments of 
-the surplus: revenue. It proved ineffectual, however, for 
on appeal from the Secretary, the decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States was adverse to the claimants. This 
was done without any cost whatever to the State. It is cer- 
tainly time for the State to proceed upon some plan for an 
adjustment of accounts with the General Government. A large 
set off against the bonds held at the Federal Treasury is certainly 
due her. 
FEES OF STATE OFFICERS.

Act No. 1, approved March 2, 1883, prescribing the manner 
of paying fees in advance into the State Treasury, has proved 
effective as a check, but has been very vexatious to persons hav- 
ing business with the several offices and the officials themselves, 
besides increasing the correspondence and swelling the records 
unnecessarily, and being expensive in'operation. A system 
quite as effective asa check, and much simplerand more agreeable 
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employment of coupons or stamps representing the-fees charge- 
able, and in which alone fees shall be payable, would accomplish 
this, and at the same time bring quite a large sum of money into - 
the Treasury annually. . l

TRANSFER OF RECORDS. >

Allthe certificates of purchase and other evidences of title | 
mentioned in act No. xiii, approved February 12, 1888, -have 
been scheduled, and the records transferred to the Commissioner 
of State Lands, and his receipts taken therefor and filed in this 
office, as required by the provisions of said act. 


PENITENTIARY DEPOSIT FUND. 


The lesees of the Penitentiary have met all the requirements 
and it has not been necessary to report any infractions of the law, 
in regard to the deposit to meet the expenses of conveying con- 
victs to that Institution. 


COUNTY INDEBTEDNESS. 


~ 


The books of my office show that some of the Counties between 
1875 and 1880, have overdrawn their accounts. The law should 
authorize the Treasurer, in cases of this kind, to hold funds 
belonging to the Counties to an amount sufficient to set off the 
State’s claim for such overpayments. This action would stimu- 
late the Counties to proceed against any of the persons who 
may have obtained the benefits of these. overdrafts. 


APPROPRIATIONS FOR REPAIRS, ETC. 


An appropriation of $1,500 is imperatively needed for the 


purpose of purchasing an additional safe, in which to keep the | 


public funds, securities and vouchers; for necessary cases in 
which to preserve convenient for use, the records and papers of 
this office, and to make a skylight and other repairs and furni- 
ture of the Treasurer's office and Vault. 


OBSOLETE MATTERS. 


There are borne upon the books of thisoffice several accounts - 


and items in accounts, concerning obsolete matters, of no value , 
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10 the State, which should be dropped from the books as will be , 
seen from a glance at statement No. 19, recapitulating the bal- ' 


ances in the several funds, or the funds themselves. The Excess 
fund should be transferred to the General Revenue fund, with 
authority to the Auditor to pay any just claims, should such 
ever be presented, out of any future appropriations for money 
erroneonsly paid into the Treasury. The Searcy, Pine Bluff 
and Monroe, and the Little Rock, Mississippi River and Texas 
Railroad funds, Levee fund, and all items in’ regard to Levee 
bonds and coupons should be dropped, after proper transfer of 
any valuable items charged in these funds to appropriates funds.
